For. this, as‘ for so many other

Barrie accepted the invitation of the 
Greenock Club to preside vat an 
‘annual Burns dinner. So neryous 
was he for three days beforchand, 
and so exhausted for three days 
after, that for over thirty years he 
could not be persuaded « to attend 
such a festival for a second time. 
“In Henley’s Nationat Observer, 
a few doys later, an article appeared 
bearing the fitle,. “Barrie In the 
Chair,” with so unflattering a pie- 
ture of the. novelists awkwardness 
tnd supersensitive bashfulness that 
it roused the ire of some’ of his Glas- 
row, admirers, :

‘India Governors And 
Ministers 


Has Faith In 
Constitution 


London, June 21, , 

‘The Viceroy of Indla, Lord Lin- 
lithgow, In the course of a lengthy 
message to India reviewing the con- 
stitutlonal situation, expresses agrec- 
ment with the suggestion of Mr. M. 
Gandbl that only when a serious dis- 
ngreement occurs be}ween the ‘Gov- 
ernor and Ministers should any ques- 
tlon of the severance of 
relations arise. ’ 


Mowever, the Viecroy adds, such 
extreme cases are not Ilkely to occur 
In ordinary circumstancse. Ordin- 
ary differences between the Gover 
nors and thelr- ministers, with good- 
will on both sides, would admit of 
solution by agreement. a 

No Governor wants to provoke con- 
flict, the Viceroy points out. On the 
eontrary, he will do évevything 
his power {o avoid it. 

With regard to the Governors’ 
special responsibilities, the Viccroy 
says that the experience in the pro- 
vinces now governed by majority 
governments is decisively eneourag- 
ing. As ta the remuining provinces, 
responsible Icaders of the Congress 
Party have emphiusised how short- 
sighted and improbable any attack 
on these responsibilities would. be 
from the viewpoint of that party. 

The Viceroy coticludes by saying 
that given goodwill by all sides, the 
Constitution will work well. He is 
convinged that the shortest road to o 
fuller political life, which so many 
Indians desire, is to accept the Con- 
stitution, In-it lies the best hope for 
general and lasting amelioration of 
the Jot of the rural population and 
the Humbler sectlons of society. 

The Viceroy's address will be pub- 
Mshed to-morrow.—Reuter,

Local Society Meets 
Difficulties

The question of the restriction © of 
hawkers’ licences_ngaln came before 
the Executive Committee of the 
Sotiety for tle Protection of Children 
at its monthly meeting, held last 
evening under the’ chairmanship of 
Mr. J, T. Prior. ° 

The matter was raised by the Hon. 
Sir Henry . Pollock, who, during 
consideration of the monthly 
returns, enquired whether any 
difficulty was now being experienced 
in obtalning Wcences. * 

One of the Branch Secretaries 
replied in the affirmative, adding that 
applications made for hawkers’ and 
newspaper sellers’ HNeenees were fre- 
quently refused. It was apparently 


‘the policy of the Urban Council 


gradually to restrict the number of 
licences and finally to climinate 
them altogether. —.- a = 

It was pointed out, during discuss- 
fon, that the’ Urban Council . was 
particularly. concerned with climinat- 


}ing food hawkers’ licenees, by rea- 


son of the danger to public health 
caused by the sale of food in dusty 
strects. 

Another spenker pointed out that, 
so far ns newspaper sellers’: licences 
were concerned, there was a’ fixed 
limit to the numbers. 


COUNCIL POLICY 


An oficial of the Society stated 
that no new hawkers’ Icences were 
at present being granted, but the 
Urban Councll had no answer to 
the question how vegetables, 
manured by nightsoll, became more 
dangerous when handled by hawkers. 
The Council, however, went on. to 
say that there were other reasons, 
such as the protection of the markets, 
and, reading between the Ines, It 
would seem that the idea was ‘to 
clear the streets altegether from 
hawkers. When -the pollee issued 
the licences, the Society received a 
considerable umount of help, but now 
it was practically impossible to get 
a licence of any description. 

A member drew ultention to the 
fact that, npart from the Urban 
Council's decision, the Superinten- 
dent of Imports und Exports had 
declined to issue new licences -for 
cigarette hawkers—on whose outhor- 
ity, it was not clear. :

Dr. G, I. Shaw testified that when 
he first_saw deccused on the day fol 
lowing his admittance to the gaol, he 
was then in a poor conditlon, suifer- 
ing from chronic tuberculosis and ath 
enlarged spleen, Death, which fol- 
lowed ofter o sudden rise of tempera~ 
ture, was duc to chroni? tuberculosis 
and chronic malaria. . - 

A verdict of death-from natural 
causes was returned by the following 
Jury: Messrs, PLC, Walsh (Forc- 
man), George W. R. Kwok and R. L, 
S. Webb. 


The other inquiry was inte the 
death of Wong Kam, for’ which the 
following Jurors were empanelied:

HE persistent levend is that Sir 
James Barrie was not a public 
spenker, that nothing but o sense of 
public duty’ compelled him at rare 
intervala to quit his hermitage of 
the Adelphi, overcome his shynesy, 
and. face an audience. 
; For‘ this, ns for so many’ other 
4“ legends, he himself was largely res- 
Ponsibie. Away back in the ‘nine- 
tles, when “The Window in Thrums" 
and “The Little Minister" had made 
him famous in’ England and' America, 
ngs well u3.on his native heath, 
Barrie accepted the invitation of the 
Greenock Club to preside at an 
annual Burns dinner, So nervous 
‘was he for three days beforchand, 
and so exhausted for three days 
after, that for over thirty years he 
could not be persunded to attend 
such a festival for a second time, 
In Henley's | National. Observer, 
a few days later, an article appeared 
bearing the title, “Barrie in the 
Chair," with so unflattering a pice 
ture..of the novelist'’s awkwardness 
and supersensitive bashfulness that

on so august an occasion would have 
reficcted, “A, good, subject for a 
rectorial address would be the mess 
the Rector himself has made of 
life?" ;

The last champlonship 
match it arranged saw Ewin retain his 
welterweight title at the Lee Theatre, 
‘For three years boxing, ‘apart from 
the Hongkong Area Championships 
and the China Fleet Championships, 
has remained dormant tn the Colony,

public interest “dwindled, Worse 
still, the more recent of the Colony's 
pugiists were removed, 
Men like Jock Creighten, . Stoker 
Lake, A. B. Ewln, A. B, Fraggott, A. 
B. Barry,’ A, 'B. Warnes, and’ Si. 
Morris and many others were 
transferred from Hongkong’ and no- 
body came along to take their places. 


Eventually the Boxing Association 
realised that it had outlived its usce- 
fulness and decision was made to 
wind it up. The last phase of that 
unfortunate process will be nccom- 
Plished on July 31.
